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pay the piincipal and interest to become due within the next sue-
ceeding year after such levy, and the same shall be extended by the
county auditor on the tax .duplicate of the county in the sams
manner that other taxes for said county are extended, and shall be
collected by the county treasurer and applied by him in the pay-
ment of said bonds and interest as the same may becomejdue. and
for no other purpose whatever, until the same bonds are fully paid,
prineipal and interest.

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after

its passage. :

CHAPTER 100.

AN ACT TO AUTHORIZE THE BOARD OF COUNTY. COMMISSION-
ERS OF SWIFT COUGNTY TO IS3UE BONDE TO FUND THE PRES-
ENT FLOATING INDEBTEDNESS OF SAID COUNTY.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SecrroN 1. That the board of county commissioners of Swift
county are hereby authorized and empowered to issue at nny time,
prior to the first (1st) day of January, one thousand eight hundred
" and seventy-eight (1878), the bonds of said county (with coupons),
not exceeding in amount the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars
($2,500), to fund the present debt of said county, which said bonds
shall be used for no other purpose whatever. .

Se0. 2. Said bonds shall be in sums of not less than twenty-
five (25) nor more than one thousand dollars (%1,000) each, and
may bear interest at a rate not exceeding twelve (12) per cent. per
annum, payable annually, and the principal payable at such time
or times as the said comrmissioners may by resolution determine,
not to exceed twenty (20) years from the date of said honds. -

Seo. 8. The bonds, under the provisions of this act, shall be
signed by the chairman of the board of county commissioners of
said county, and be attested by the auditor of said county, and
sealed with his seal ; and the said auditor shall keep a record of
all bonds issued under the provisions of this act.

Sec. 4. The proper authorities of said county shall annually
include in a general tax an amount sufficient to pay the interest on
sald bonds, as may be issued, and when the principal or any part
thereof is about to become due, a sufficient amount fo pay such
principal.
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SEG, 5. The said board of county commissioners shall not have
authority to negotiate said bonds for less than par value.
_ Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage.

DISTRICT OF HASTINGS. ~ o

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota: .

Sectron 1. That the following described lands now belonging
to school district number twenty-seven (27), in Dakota eounty,
to-wit ; the eatt half of section three (3), and the northwest quar-
, ter and the north half of the southwest quarter of section two (2),
all in township one hundred and fourteen (114), range seventeen
{17), be and the same is hereby detachid from said school district
number twenty-seven (27), and attached to theindependent school
district of Hastings. _

SEC, 2. That from and after the passage of this act, said real
estate and the personal property of the residents thereon, shall be
assessed and taxed for school purposes in sald school distriet of
Hastings, the same as other property in said Hastings district, and
the inhabitants residing on said land shall hereafter have all the
rights in the schools of said Hastings district as the inhabitants of
sald distriet, :

Seo, 3. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after
its passage.
